Cultivation is required only when 
sown in drills, The crop ts harvested 
by turning stock directly into the rape 
fleld to consume the abundant, nutri- 
tious leaves and stems which are the 
parts eaten, 

Rape is highly prized by some feeders 
of cattle for furnish ng a succulent feed 
during the fall months and preparing 
them for winter. It has also been fed 
to dairy cows, but must be used with 
caution as it taints the milk, It is well 
known that rape hes a vary cons'derable 
value for feeding swine, espec'ally dur- 
ing the earlier stages of fattening. This 
feed is much relished by pigs, Being! 
succulent, it distends the digestive tract 
and prepares it for the heavier grain} 
feeding which follows. On sheep fanms, 
rape will find its largest use, It can 
be fed to all classes of sheep with ad- 
vantage and since the animals harvest 
the crap, the cost of feeding it is insig- 
nificant compared with the returns, 
Within eight weeks aller seeding, the 
plants are large enough for use and 
they are then fed off by turning the 
sieep directly into the fleld to gather 
the forage at will 

The rape crop, which will probably | 
grow anywhere at some season of the 
year, is recommended to farmers and 
stockmen as well worthy of trial since 
itds produced at small expense for seed 
and culture and yields an immense} 
amount Of nutrilious forage, the flavor 
and succulence of which are highly ap- 
preciated by cattle, especially sheep and 
swine,—Prof. Henry in “Feeds and 
Feeding.” 


FARM NOTES. 


Farmers are learning that the profils 
of the farm depend largely upon the 
laws wvegulating commerce, finance, 
transportation, taxation, ete., and that 
these laws depend largely upon the 
class and character of the men who 
make them, 

The farmer should endeavor as much 
as possible to produce those products 
that would not only produce as good 
finuncial returns as possib'e, but those 
kinds that will depreciate as little as 
possible the fertility of the soil, 

Many farmers do not appear to see 
the necessity for keeping the surface of 
th. soil loose, Wien we remember that 
oxygen fs as ne-dful in contact wth the 
roots of the plant as carbonic acid wth 
the leaves, we shall have no difficully 
in seeiag how keeping the surface of 
the soil loose assists the crops, It ren- 
ders the soil more ca able of rece!ving 
the heat of the sun, inte: rupts the evap 
oralion of water and causes the soil lo 
be warmer, 

In cleaning farms of the most trou- 
blesome weeds it is exceed ngly ‘mport- 
ant that the weeds be all des!royed. The 
j resent mistake farmers make probably, 
is in leaving a remnant, They adopt 
only wholesale methods of des!ruction,

Synopsis of Canadian North-west 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


Any even numbered sections of 
Dominion Lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, except- 
ing 8 and 26, notreserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is 
the sole head of the family, or any 
tale over 18 yearsof age, to the 
extent of one quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 


Application for entry must be 
fade mi person by the applicant at 
i Dominion Land Agency or Sub- 
igency tor the district in which 
the land is situated, Kutry by 


proxy may, however, be made at 
an Agency on certain conditions by 
the father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of an intending 
homesteader, 


The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
oue of the following plans; 

(1) At least six months’ resid- 


ence upon and cultivation of the 
land in each year for three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres ju ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead = Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if 
the father is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 
entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his 
own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother). 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defin- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
miles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
edin the measurement.

The terms employed by the people of 
cne maton as the choicest phrases in 
their vocabulary of endearment are of- 
tcu cmployed for quite the opposite pur- 
poses by other peoples. One of the 
most familiar and most coveted phrases 
of endearment among the French, for 
instance, is “My little pig!” and “My 
litle puppy dog’ is also much appreci- 
ated. When a French husband calls 
his wife “a cat,” she docs not fly into a 
passon of resentment, as an English- 
speaking wife might do under the same 
circumstances, but takes it as a gentle 
compliment.
